TRIBUTE 

ROSALIE WINCER 1919 — 2001 

Rosalie spent her professional working life providing motherly care for children educated in the special 
residential schools where she and Derrick worked in partnership from their marriage in 1942. Initially she 
was Assistant Matron at Wendover House. She and Derrick then moved to Shenstone Lodge and on to 
Nazeing Park, where Rosalie was Senior Childcare Officer and Derrick, Headmaster. They came to 
Deddington on retirement. Rosalie’s rapport with children remained. Even when housebound and unable to 
move much, she employed her skills with needle and with knitting and neighbourhood children who still 
enjoyed visiting her, rarely left empty handed.

POCO CEECSOOD 


GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 

The joy of researching these old magazines lies in finding snippets of information which connect the Parish 
of Deddington, Clifton and Hempton with our history. The Revd. Thomas Boniface, writing the obituaries 
of worthy parishioners more than 100 years ago, occasionally touches on such connections. 

“HANNA PARISH who fell asleep at Clifton on July 11". (1888) at the advanced age of 91 years, was the 
widow of the late William Parish, a Waterloo Veteran !” (Battle of Waterloo, 1815, Napoleon defeated by 
allied forces under Duke of Wellington.) 

ALBAN SALMON, New Street, aged 70 years .. “whom God called away on August 28". (1888) was an 
excellent man of business and, what he undertook, he did thoroughly. He filled the office of Parish 
Churchwarden and was an advocate and supporter of what was for the benefit and improvement of both 
people and the place. He was very anxious to see the town thoroughly paved, and the East Window of the 
Parish Church filled with Stained Glass...” 

EDWARD WILLIAM TURNER, M.R.C.S.E. & L.S.A. “A great gloom was cast over our Parish and 
neighbourhood by the sudden removal from amongst us of our highly esteemed Doctor who died at his 
residence, The Poplars, on Thursday, Sept. 5". (1889) at the early age of 54...” 

WILLIAM FOSTER SPIERS, Castle Street, aged 90 years... “feli asleep on October 6". (1889). For over 
half a century he worked for the firm of Messrs. Franklin. During the vicariate of the Rev. Cotton Risley he 
became Parish Clerk, which office he filled for more than 30 years...” 

GEORGE STRANGE HEDGES, Market Place, aged 68 years... “who died after a trying illness on 
February 12". (1891). He filled the offices of High Bailiff, Churchwarden and Captain of the Fire Brigade. 
He was also a member of the Highway Board, a Guardian of the Poor and a Manager of the National 
Schools, the duties of which he discharged with considerable ability and dignity...” 

ANN BIGGS STILGOE. “There fell asleep on February 12”. (1891), at The Grounds, Adderbury, a lady 
highly respected in Deddington and one who was a regular worshipper in our Church. Her labour of love in 
decorating our Font for the different Festivals and the skill which she displayed in that work, will be long 
and gratefully remembered.” RUTH JOHNSON

At last the foot and mouth outbreak seems to be slowing down hi Gh OG), cha 
with some counties now being declared disease-free, but it will be Mbt ad] er aye eh ee 


a long time before the countryside is back to normal. With so much of the livestock 
industry now in ashes, farming will take many years to recover, if it can. The devas- 
tating effects of the disease are bad enough on their own but combined with the con- 
fused, bungling, shambolic devasting machinations of inadequate pen-pushers the whole 
country has been pushed into a devastating disaster of epic proportions. Our meat 
export markets have been destroyed, replacement breeding stock will be very hard to 
find and very expensive and the arable sector, already badly mauled by the weather, will 
have less animals to feed. We are constantly being told by the press of the effects on 
the tourist trade, but the tourist industry in the countryside is dependent on farming, as 
it is farming, especially livestock farming, that has created the scenery and the flora 
and fauna that the visitors come to see. The experts tell us that the rapid spread of the 
disease was the result of the large scale movement of livestock around the country. 

This may be true but it should also be said that the over-zealous enforcement of 
hygiene, welfare and health and safety regulations has closed down many small abattoirs 
and livestock markets, leaving just a few large scale operations many miles apart. 

With the recent dry weather we have been able to get on with some of the field work 
and the crops are beginning to improve, so there just might be something worth 
harvesting. The lambing went well with a high 'turn-out' percentage but with the 
combination of the blackthorn winter and wet ground conditions we lost a few lambs. 
Most years we have one or two lambs taken by the fox, but this year, due to the 
flooding and foot-and-mouth, the fox hounds have not been able to come on to the farm 
and we have had 1/8 lambs killed and just left with the head taken off. The culprits were 
apprehended red-pawed and the error of their ways explained to them. 

So life down on the farm is not very happy at the moment, but all is not lost and as 
they say, hope springs eternal. The swallows have returned and are busy sorting out 
their nest sites in the old buildings but sadly the old gir! that has nested in the bee shed 
for the last 3 years has not come back yet. | hope she does. | know her as she has a 
white primary feather on her left wing.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of May 1851 

5th MAY - We started by the first train, Susan, Holford, Willy and myself for London to see 
the Great Crystal Palace and the Exhibition of all Nations - to which | went two days and 
Susan and the boys three days. It far surpassed all my previous conceptions of it, | consider 
it as "The Wonder of Wonders". | called on poor Robert Franklin 3 times at his lodgings where 
he had undergone the operation of crushing the stone in the bladder under the influence of 
chloroform. He was going on well but probably would have to be operated on a second time 
(which he was on the 12th May). 

15th MAY - Sent a note to Mr. Sandon about our boys and the Cricket Club - Holford to be a 
Patron, the others subscribers. 

17th MAY - | bought a brazen alms dish for Hempton Church - beautifully wrought. 

29th MAY - Ascension Day, a most beautiful day. Susan and | drove to Hempton to be 
present at the opening of the new Church there - Dr. Wilson having built itfor his eldest son, 
the Vicar of Banbury. The Dr, read prayers, | read the first part of the Communion Service - 
his son William preached the sermon, a good and appropriate one and intelligible to his 
hearers, 1st Epistle of St. John, 3rd Chapter, 2nd verse - | believe the text was taken from. 
The Dr., his two sons William and Francis, together with myself after the sermon assisted in 
the administration of the Holy Communion to 49 communicants. Amount of collection at the 
offertory towards future endowment of the Church £13-1-61/4 or thereabouts. The thing 
passed off well on the whole. There was a service again at Hempton at % past 6 o'clock this 
evening - we did not go thinking the Church should be filled with Hempton people and others 
who were unable to be there in the morning.

DEDDINGTON MAP GROUP 


John Leighfield’s talk to the History Society was a brilliantly clear summary of key stages in the 
development of printed maps. He showed us many examples of the beauty and skill of early makers of 
county maps, some of which included simplified street plans of Deddington. John Ogilby’s strip map of 
1675 shows the main road going through the Market Place. A century later, Jeffreys has New Street as 
the primary route. As far as | know the earliest detailed street map of Deddington is the 1808 plan, from 
a survey “in the possession of Messrs Stockton, Sons and Fortescue”, represented in Colvin’s A History 
of Deddington, Oxfordshire (1963) and the Victoria County History. Does anyone know of an earlier, 
authentic street map of the village?

GARDENING NOTES 


Just for once, vandalise your garden. Go on! Get out there when 
the Irises are out and pick off a really super bloom. Then take it 
to pieces and look at it, the shape, the petals, the colours, the furry tongue. tsn't it a 
marvel? The other day | met a friend in the Market Place. He was carrying an armful 
of beautiful purple Irises. They were meant for his premises, not for stray old ladies, but 
he kindly gave me a bunch which gave me pleasure for about a week. Ali that made 
me think of the acres of glass, somewhere in Holland, where these blooms are grown for 
picking which are quite different from those we can grow in our gardens. 

The name Iris comes from the Greek word for rainbow and refers to the varieties of 
colour. We can have Irises with their exquisitely shaped flowers in bloom nearly all the 
year round and they range from the tinies to giants 3 ft. tall. By February the little 
Reticulatas are in bloom. At least in other people's gardens they are, | have never had 
much luck with them. I must have bought hundreds in my time (yellow because they 
show up better against the dark soil) but they either fail to bloom or die away after the 
first year. Mice again? 

The early Stylosas are also well away by February. They prefer a protective wall and a 
south-facing position. The leaves are grass-like and look rather messy but should be cut 
back by half after flowering. The low growing Siberian variety are also early: pale lilac 
and short. They make a good show in early summer and can manage with very little 
sunshine, ideal for growing under a tree. Most mixed borders, including mine, have a 
patch of the tall bearded Iris somewhere, handsome but troublesome. Their flowering 
time is too short to warrant all that attention. Each flower stalk really needs staking or 
they lean towards the sun and the man of the house mows them down. However far 
back | set the rhyzomes, they shuffle themselves towards the edge of the bed. After 
that you are left with clumps of untidy leaves. Some people treasure these as having an 
architectural look and providing shape and contrast in a flower bed. | prefer to cut them 
back and out of the way as soon as | dare. | like the short stubby varieties best, 

though the yellow Danfordiae are quite wonderful. MARIANNE ELSLEY

NEWS FROM DEDDINGTON POLICE OFFICE 

The annual reported crime for Deddington, Clifton and Hempton shows a dramatic drop for the 
year 2000. The total number of crimes recorded by the Police over the 12 month period is 
56, compared with 88 during [999. There has been an 80% drop in burglaries with only 3 
recorded and a 50% decrease in thefts with only 7 recorded. There has been a 4% decrease 
in the amount of criminal damage caused compared with 1999 with 10 incidents recorded. 

Most of the damage has again been caused around the Windmill Centre. 

Car crime is down with 22 offences recorded in 2000. This has halved since 1995 but is still 
the biggest recorded crime in the country and this Parish. So please do not leave personal 
belongings in your vehicle. Owners of older cars (pre 1996) should consider additional security 
systems. It may seem an expensive outlay but is a small cost compared with repair bills and 
higher insurance premiums, and if your vehicle is stolen and declared a write-off by your 
Insurance Company they will only pay out a minimum value and not a retail value. 

During 2000 13 offences were detected in Deddington, Hempton and Clifton. Please remember 
that the Police cannot do their job without your assistance. So thank you for your continuing 
help during 2001. Don't forget that the Office in the Market Place is there for you and we 
have a variety of helpful literature that is free to all, from protecting your home and car even 
to what types of plants to grow. You can visit any time we are in (Police car parked outside 
is a good clue).

Deddington Colts have never refused offers of help from the PC or anyone else. We are all volunteers and 
welcome all the help we can get | We have never claimed we have a ‘right’ to the use of the Deddington 
Town FC pitch. We simply feel that to safeguard the long-term future of the Colts we have a legitimate claim 
to extended use of the Windmill playing fields — not only for the current 86 children in the Club but also to 
allow for development and provide enjoyment for local children between 6 and 16. 
The Colts are currently limited to using the area of the Windmill playing field to the south of the cricket 
square and then only between the months of October and March. If we cannot find an additional 11 a-side 
pitch in time for the beginning of the new season next September, this will create severe difficulties for the 
Club, and could result in Deddington Colts folding.

FOOT AND MOUTH RESTRICTIONS —- Report from Molly and John Neild 

Officially the restriction on the movement of animals in Oxfordshire has been relaxed, although Cherwell 
say that the County is still officially considered a foot and mouth risk area. 

Regarding the use of footpaths by the public, the County Council’s ‘Right of Way’ section prepared a 
Green Notice for individual farmers saying that they may rescind the closure notices if they wish. Several 
local farmers have exchanged views and have decided that they would prefer the closure notices to remain 
for the time being. This is because arable land is safe but grasslands hold stock and it is difficult to 
separate the two. A Green Notice would indicate that a footpath is open - but not necessarily the whole of 
it. Confusing. 

The main Dice our farmers would give us is, “Don’t go near a field that contains livestock.” 

This was the situation at the time of going to print. Walkers could try to contact the County Council’s 
Right of Way Dept. (01865 815505) for updates. But the decision by local farmers is probably the best 
sense we can expect for now !
